Some time .elapsed while /4ha water 


poured oiit of the sluices. tTie stately 
vessels sinking slowly to the level of tho 
water in the hfirbor. Then the gates of 
the lock were opened ami the Hohen- 
BoUern steamed ont majestically' into tho 
open water. Suddenly three shots were 
fired in YapirV nooccssjctn frftm the Ger- 
man flagahip, the Friedrich Wilheltn, 
Riving tho signal for the saluting to 
begin. A. deafening roar of artillery 
commenced almost before the flash of 
the last gun from the flagship hart dis- 
appeiired, the noise of so muuy gum 
from so many warships drowning the 
tremendous outburst of cheering which 
arose from tens of thousands of throats 
as his majestv, Emperor William II, 
was seen standing alone on the bridge 
of the Hoheuzullern in the fulldrcss 
uniform of an admiral of the fleet. His 
breast was brilliant with orders, tin I 
conspicuous across it \va.~ the broad 
orange ribbon of the Order of the Black 
Eagle. When the salutes were finished 
each ship struck up *'Heil dir Bieger- 
kranz," and followed this with the na- 
tional anthem of its own country. 


It is difficult to 1'ully describe the gen- 


eral enthusiiism which prevailed. One 
must imagine the vast fleet of 


Over Fifty Warttltips, of All Natinnx, 


anchored in tiift blue-waters of Kiel bay, 
the nun shining brightly, their mas*^ 
flying coiuitless flajjfs and .joiititmls and 
their sides belching forth lire and smoke 
in honor of Germany's ruler, stumiing 
apparently calm upon the bridge of his 
magnificent yacht. To the ordinary ob- 
server; it eecnied a*, if all the nations of 
"the earth had-fleiit; their warships here 
to do honor to the emperor of Germany, 
and the fact that the squadrons hatl sim- 
ply assembled here to celebrate the 
opening of a new waterway between the 
Baltic and tho North sea appeared to be 
entirely lost sight of, especially by the 
masses of people ashore, who cheered 
and cheered ".gain with wild enthusiasm 
an the Hoheuzollern steamed to h«r aii- 
choragv with the em]>eror bowing from 
side to side as the beautiful yacht passed 
the various war vessels and acknowl- 
edged the naval salutes by touching hi« 
hand to his hat. . 
There were three mishaps, all of a 


•light nature, during the passage of the 
imperial procession of about 20 vessels 
through the canal. Both shores of the 
canal were lined with cavalry and iu- 
fantry throughout- the passage of the 
procession and every point of vantage 
along the route of the new waterway 
was occupied by thousands of people. 
Gay decorations'were to be seou every- 
where. 


Reception to the ITrencli. 


One of the features of the day was 


the warm aud friendly reception given 
to the French" gunboat Snrcouf as she 
steamed through the canal in the proces- 
sion. The French flag was cheered to 
the echo aud the bauds played tlie 
"Marsellaufc" as the 
French ship 


went by.

Another good feature of the celebra- 


tion was the dinner given on board the 
Hoche, the French flagship, to- the offi- 
cers of the German battleship Bayoru, 
who had entertained the Freudht officers 
Wednesday.

ditions between the two are somewhat 
different, and one tortst study them 
carefully if he .would get at a proper 
understanding of the question here pro- 
poniHlod 


The eastern fanner is better off be- 


cause he has found out from gxperience 
that ten acres are often quite enough 
for one man to farm, .and that when a 
farm of this size is properly ran it pays 
a good living. m» whole, Utt is a 
Steady one and not * speculative* one.. 
The western hiabi with bis hundreds of 
acres, gambles. 
Hia takes chances with 


the weather and trust* to luck. If hii 
crop turns ont well, he makes, but if 
tlie weather is against him he probably 
loses all and brings a mortgage upon 
the place. This has been the trouble 
with western farmers in the put, and 
the west is just realising that it needs 
farmers now and not fanning specula- 
tors. There is no such chance to make 
big profits in the east, end the dairy- 
men of New York and Pennsylvania, 
the frnit growers of New Jersey and 
the Hudson river and the general mark- 
et gardeners of Massachusetts settle 
down quietly to their farms and make 
them pay because it is a steady job and 
a sure one if properly worked- 


There are plenty of indications that 


email farms are increasing through the 
west, especially in the dairy districts. 
Genuine fanners are now taking up the 
land that the speculator* failed with, 
and thej will do considerable in the 
next dozen years to pay mortgages, 
Young farmers who understand their 
business do not require large estates in 
the west, as they have beea taught to 
believe. They will do much better to 
buy one-tenth tho amount of land and 
put the rest of the money in the bank 
or in improvements.

A bulletin from the Indiana station 


gives a summary of conclusions from a 
series of experiment* in com culture: 


The best yields of corn have been pro- 


duced by pLuiting in the first third of 
May. 
late planted com has matured in 


20 days less time, as a rule, than the 
early planted. Thick planting has pro- 
duced higher average yields of both com 
and stalks than thin planting. In rery 
dry seasons thick planting has produced 
less grain, but generally a greater total 
yield of grain and stalks than thin plant- 
ing. Plowing eight inches deep has pro- 
duced slightly greater yields of corn than 
either shallower or deeper plowing, .Ro- 
tation of crops has proved an excellent 
means of sustaining yields of grain and 
of conserving soil fertility. 


A liberal application of fresh horse 


manure has not been fully exhausted by 
a dozen successive crops of corn. Fresh 
horse manure has produced an aggregate 
increase in yield of corn of about 120 
bushels per acre in 12 years. Heavy 
dressings of manure and commercial fer- 
tilizers have not made profitable returns 
in yield of corn in dry seasons. Differ- 
ent varieties of corn show a very wide 
range in proportion of stalk and. ear 
*nd make it .easy for the stoc^tnian te; 
selectaV-«*ty that will prodnoealwge 
<ir small - j»rc«?ifeigeApC .grain- The oo*: 
operative tes»i'titi' yarietiee^of corn indi- 
cates the nndealrability of getting seed 
from remote localities.

The bursting of growing cabbage may. 


very easily be prevented by selecting tho 
heads which show signs of bursting and 
starting the roots by pulling or cutting 
off some of the roots with a hoe. The 
pulling process is preferable. Putting 
both hands under the head I pull until 
many of tho roots are loosened and then 
the plant is pushed over to one side. 
Thi« treatment effectually stops the 
bursting, and not only that, but the cab- 
bage continues to grow lustily, and I 
have had the gratification of seeing 
heads thus treated grow to double the 
former size and weight, and all due to 
this starting the roots which checked the 
growth enough to prevent bursting, but 
not enough to hinder further develop- 
ment. Thero is no excuse for allowing 
cabbage to burst when so effectual means 
are at hand to, prevent it—National 
Stockman.

than *IOj000,(00 by the free Impor- 
tation of sugar during the months .of 
JFnly and August, 1894; In anticipa- 
tion of tbe duty. In the last fiscal 
year of the McKinley tariff, ended 
June 30, 1894. the total revenue from 
eostoms was t!31,818,530—or more 
fian S22,000,000 less than the actual 
revenue for the first year of the new 
tariff. 


It will be said that the small rev- 


enue from easterns in the fiscal year 
1803-94 was due to the great depres- 
sion of trade. This is true; and it is 
true also of the largest part of this 
ftaeal year under the new tariff. 
In 


tbe three full fiscal years under the 
McKinley law the average revenue 
from customs was 1170,875,503. 
It 


!• clear that under normal conditions 
of trade the new tariff will yield as 
much or more revenue to the Treas- 
ury while greatly reducing the bur 
dens oi taxation upon the necessaries 
of living and the raw materials of 
Industry. It is just as clear that 
the calamity organs are shamefully 
misrepresenting the the new tariff in 
attributing to it the large Treasury 
deficit.

It would apparently give 
lim s. position that 99 men ant of 100 
would envy him. The man went to the 
great city, reviewed tbe situation and 
declined toe place. "Pool!" said tho* 
who had offered it to him. "Fool!" 
echoed his acqnaintancea. 


But the man said: "I have lived here 


m this smaller city all my life. Here I 
am known as u most successful business 


in. The money I have enables me to 


live aa handsomely as anybody in this 
sown. I am looked ££> to, because I am 
comparatively a rich man. I am .some- 
body. If I went to that big city, my 
money would not be a drop in the buck- 
et compared to the fortunes of the mil- 
lionaires there. I could not associate 
with them. They would look down on 
me and snub me as a more clerk or un- 
derling.: I should be nobody, leas than 
nobody. I would not stand it. I shall 
stay where I am." 


Yet, after all, if the man bad been-a 


gifted author, poet, mnsioiau, an invent- 
or like Edison, an actor like Booth or 
Irving or Joe Jefferson, or a Phillips 
Brooks or a Wendell Phillips, or even a 
great editor, every door wonld have been 
open to;Mnv He wonld have been a far 
greater man than he was even in hia 
amall inland city. 


Tbe Shakespearean Controversy. 
A new theory has been advanced on 


the everlasting topic of whether Shake- 
ipeare or Bacon wrote the immortal 
plays. That theory is that both these 
two great men did it. 


On the whole, this idea^eems not only 


plausible, but reasonable; Oc any1 other 
theory short of inspiration, the writing 
of these plays does not accord with the 
known facto of Shakespeare's life. He 
had no great education, had not trav- 
eled aiuch and had had no exceptional 
advantages. A great natural geuius 
might have astounded the world with 
poetry or musical composition or dra- 
matic thought Bnt Shakespeare's plays 
show on every page that a man of the 
widest learning and one acquainted with 
the profoundest philosophical and scien- 
tific doctrines of his time nrust have 
beeu engaged in the construction of 
them. Shakespeare, in the three or four 
instances where his signature is verified 
beyoad doubt, spelled his name "Shak- 
gpere" and wrote it, moreover, like an 
illiterate man. 


The new theory is that Bacon wrote 


the plays in the main, but that Shake- 
speare adapted them to stage uses aud 
furnished perhaps the lighter parts. 
His glory is none the less, however, for 
without him Bacon's plays could noi 
have been played, 


An organization that is quietly ac 


oomplishiug much good is the American 
Association For the Advancement of 
Physical Education. This subject of giv- 
ing a thorough physical training to all 
that part of the American nation that 
attends school is one certainly of equal 
importance with the tariff question. No 
worthier purpose than that of fixing a 
uniform system of gymnastics which 
will work, the best results could oc- 
cupy tho attention of educators. That 
tbe educators of biggest standing are 
of this opinion ia proved by the largo 
number of them who are active work- 
ers in the Association For the Ad- 
vancement of Physical Culture. Some 
of these teachers are Professor L. VV. 
Seaver of Yale, Dr. Edward Hitch- 
cock of Amberst, Professor Sargent ol 
Harvard, Professor Richard T. Ely of 
the University of Wisconsin, Pwaidon 
Robert Fulton of the Univnrsityof Mis 
siooippi ami President Egbert B. Smyth 
of Aiulover. What the American people 
want i« to bo healthier and handsomer, 
aud if this association can help thom iu 
that rospeot then may it live and prosper 
forever. _ _

Indeed, Mr. Vletciter Oggood tells IH 'a 
The Forum. He declares that tho voii-i s 
of a majority of tbe American women 
and girls xre "weak, stridnlous, husky, 
flaccid, funereal, silly aud constriutoil. ' 
As if all this Wei-e not enough, theni is 
likewise a "quacky" quality iu tho. t- 
name ladies' voices. "It is a haioi'ul 
tone—mean and pinched, ojjposo;i \n i;s 
very essence to all that is generous ;;rul 
winning." Moreuver, it is at once \v!r.i:.y 
and ungentle, two qualities which .Mr. 
Osgood's readers %vill find some difii- 
culty in reconciling, though he seems to 
find none. 


Last, but not least, there is a "silly 


twist" in the speech of American wom- 
en which comes from overemphasis, 


jphasis in the wrong place and the 


misused circumflex inflection. 


While he ia thus hard on his sisters 


Jlr. Osgood by no means lets his breth- 
ren off. They are nearly as bad, if pos- 
sible- There is the "tobacco croak," 
habitual to users of the weed, who try 
to talk with their jaws full of plug cut 
While the American female's voice is 
rickety and clickety with the "silly 
twist" that comes from the too great 
and artificial use of the circumflex in- 
flection, "the commonplace speech of 
the typical American male is too often 
soulless with monotone." Worst of all, 
the highly educated American men and 
women are as bad sinners as the erode 
and ignorant iu respect to uncultured 
and unpleasant voices. What are we go- 
ing to do about it? Mr. Fletcher Osgood 
does not tell us. Must we, then, go on 
till doomsday with our tobacco croak 
and our silly twist? 


An Episode In Lincoln's Life. 


Three men are yet living who know 


die true story of President Lincoln's sc- 
jret journey a«ross Baltimore 011 the 
night of Feb. 32, 1861, on his way to 
his inauguration at Washington. Those 
three-men are ex-Governor Cnrtiu, Colo- 
nel Lamon and Colonel A. K. McClure, 
who tells tlrt> story in McClure's Maga- 
zine. Lincoln had reached Harrisburg 
on his way to Washington. General Scott 
and the Piukerien detectives had become 
assured that there was a plot to murder 
•he president if he passed through Bal- 
timore by daylight of the 2*M, accord- 
ing to the programme arranged. 


It was therefore arranged at a>dinner 


giveu to Lincoln by Governor Curtin at 
the Joues House, Harrisbnrg, that the 
president elect should secretly return to 
Philadelphia that evening, Feb. 22, aud 
take a night train to Washington. This 
wonld convey him through Baltimore 
gome hours before he was expected to 
arrive there, and in the darkness in- 
stead of by daylight. Colonel Thomus 
A. Scott of the Pennsylvania railroad 
was one of the men who arranged the 
journey, and he had all the telegraph 
wires cut that led out of Harrisburg. 
Colonel McClure accompauied Scott on 
bis rounds to see that this was done. 


The arrangement was carried out to 


the letter. Lincoln arrived in Washing- 
ton about daybreak of tho 83d. To this 
day nobody knows for certain whether 
there would have been any attempt to 
kill the president had he undertaken to 
cross Baltimore by daylight.

Pruning Tree* la Leaf. 


A great many farmers defer pruniug 


until the trees are iu leaf, in order to 
prevent "bleeding" or running of the 
Bap, which occurs when the pruning is 
done earlier. It is probable that not 
much harm is done by this practice, 
though it is well to kuow that pruning 
iu leaf is always a great check to vitality 
and vigor. It should therefore be prac- 
tised only on trees that are making too 
strong growth and whose wood is grow- 
ing at the expense of fruit. There are 
gome very vigorous varieties of apples. 
winch, while young, are better for being 
pruned while iu full leaf. The Northern 
Spy is one of these. It is slow in coming 
into bearing wheu the young trees are 
set ou very rich ground and have noth- 
ing to hinder wood growth.
